This Company was 
incorporated in 1892 and aquired by the Metropolitan Railway in 
1913. 

Mr Young has the die on the followin stamps K.E.V11 %d pale 
green, K.G.V. ¥%d (1911-12), K.G.V, ld (S.G.358), all of which 
would fit the dates that the Company operated, but none of which 
have a legible postmark. 

Can anyone else shed further light on this one, either with 
further examples or postmarks?
